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Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. 

3.1 The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the invention 
described in USP 6,407,573, which discloses a device for evaluating a characteristic of an 
insulated gate transistor which extracts the effective channel length and the series resistance of 
the insulated gate transistor. 

3.2 The improvement of the present invention comprises a method of characteristic 
evaluation for insulated gate type transistors, wherein steps are performed for: forming at least 
two insulated gate type resistors; extracting a threshold voltage; and extracting a virtual point 
from a characteristic curve exhibiting a relationship between the mask channel widths of the 
transistors and the source-drain conductance; in order to arrive at the determining of a 
difference between the mask channel width and an effective channel width that is based on a 
determined true threshold voltage. Furthermore, claim 7 defines: employing a value of an X 
intercept of the first characteristic curve as the second estimated value; repeating step c) while 
varying the first estimated value; and finding an optimum first estimated value based on the first 
and second estimated values. These patentable distinctions are included in independent claim, 
no. 7. 
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3.3 The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render 
obvious the present characteristic evaluation method for insulated gate type transistors, having 
the corresponding structure which Is disclosed in the specification and equivalents thereof at 
least at page 17, line 1 through page 52. line 16, and Figures 1-29. In view of the foregoing, the 
claims of the present application are found to be patentable over the prior art.
